ally trained teachers Is so important, 
so valuable, so necessary that 
we 
should establisn a sufficient number 
of state normal schools to provide ev­ 
ery rural school with a professionally 
trained teacher, even lf we have to 
take the necessary money to do this 
from the state common school fund. 
In the end this would be a better Dil­ 
ley of public economy than our pres­ 
ent short sighted policy which is ex­ 
pensive and which sorely neglects our 
rural schools In the matter of prop­ 
erly trained teachers.

A detailed statem ent in regard 
to conditions throughout the empire 
was m ade by Adolph Batocki, presi­ 
dent of the food regulation board. 
Herr Batocki said that the chief dif­ 
ficulty lay in the shortage of the po­ 
tato crops, enhanced by transportation 
troubles. 
He said that although the 
grain crops had been better than in 
1915, the total nutritive value of the 
grain and potatoes together w as less, 
and econom ical feeding was necessary 
to carry the population to the end of 
the crop year, 


Herr Batocki com plained that the 
situation was aggravated by the rich­ 
er people buying underhand at fancy 
pi ices what they wanted and thus 
thw arting the work of the food office. 
He said that allotm ents of barley 
to the brew ers were hardly more than 
enough to produce beer for the arm y 
and laborers em ployed on heavy work.
